Harry Whitney Supports His Claim 
to Pole—Telts of Peary’s Child- 
ish Action. 


New York, Sept, 26—In a wireless 
Spach trom Indian Harbor, Harry 
Whitney says he first met Dr. Cook 


Annatopk, and that Dr. Cook and hi 
Eskimo companions had abandomd 
their sledges on the ice and appeared 
vers weak. Dr. Cook tola him he had 
reached the pole and showed maps 
and charts describing the route he had 
taken and the saewy<discovered land 
to which he had given the name ¢f 
“Bradley Land.” Mr. Whitney says 
Dr. Cook asked him not to mention 
the discovery to Commander Peary, 
hut to merely tell the latter that he 
had passed his highest mark, and that 
Dr, Cook left his instruments, a sex- 
tant and an artificial horizon finder 
and the flag he had raised at ¢he pole 
in his (Whitney’s) keeping, and that 
Commander Peary had refused to per- 
mit any of Dr. Cook's belonging to be 
brought aboard the Roosevelt, He 
says he was compelled to leave the in-, 
struments, flag and boxes, probably 
containing Dr. Cook’s records im the 
rocks at Etah und that no one of the 
Roosevelt’s crew hag an opportunity 
to view or examine the instruments. 
Harry Whitney says he believes Dr. 
Cook's story is true and bases this 
belief on what Dr. Cook teld him and 
from what he learned from the Es- 
kimos. 

New York, Sept. 26.—That Dr. 
Cook’s ability to proye that he reach- 
ed the north pole may be interfered 
with as a result of Harry Whitnev 
having cached the Cook observation 
instruments in the land of ice was 
admitted by the explorer tonight ui 
the Waldorf Astoria. 

On top of this coolness appeared te 
spring up between Dr. Cook and Wal 
ter Lonsdale, his secretary, because 
had made the statement 
that as a matter of fact, no one can 
ever prove positively that he nas 
reached the pole. Dr. Cook declared 
that he had reecived messages from 
Whitney during the day which con- 
vinced him that Commander E. Peary 
had been very decisice in compelling 
the wealthy young hunter explorer to 
leave all of Cook's belongings behind 
when the Roosevelt sailed from Etah. 
What he had learned through the 
pFincipal message he declined to state 
except that Whitney seemed to be 
very fair both to Peary and to him. 
He did, however, give out the follew- 
ing brief personal message: ‘‘Strath- 
scona, via Indian Harbor, and Cape 
Ray, N. F., Sept. 25. Dr. F. A. Cook 
New York.—8tarted for home on the 
Roosevelt, Nothing arrived for me 
Peary would allow nothing belonging 
to you on board. Said to leave every- 
thing in cache at Etah. Met Cap- 
tain Sam of North Star. Did got co 
back after going on schooner. Bound 
for St. Johns to take steamer home. 
Hope you are well. See you seon, 
Explain all. Shooting good. Harry 
Whitney.”

Enterprising Settlers of Lake Dist- 
ion on Wabamun Townsite. 


Western optimism, the real thing, 
all woolly and many miles wide, “s 
to be found at Wabamun Lake f 
nowhere else in Western Canada. The 
settlers in this part of the country, 
fifty miles or so beyond Edmonton, 
Lave taken the western trail out from 
Stoney Plains in ever increasing num- 
bers during the past few years. Thee 
ect right down to work and said 
ncthing, Six years ago the number 
ol white men in the country could be 
counted on the fingers of one han.

Dismal Outlook for Landlords. 

1 am quite ayare that the halfpenny 
tax has been remitted on agricultural 
land. Yes, but for how long? And 
how does anybody know that their land 
is agricultural land? Does any sane 
government spend sums calculated at 
from two millions to. twenty millions 
in valuing land from which they only 
_mean to get £1,300,000 a year? No, 
sir, ] am afraid J am not one of those 
who can ho!d out ta my brother land- 
owners the hope that they will get much 
exemption from these taxes in-the future, 
but even. if the budget stand, even 
supposing your land is all reckoned 
as agricultural land, landowners are 
subiect to very heavy burdens under 
those provisions. The value of their 
capital, which is land, is suddenly and 
arbitearily reduced. No one can say 
that the value of land stands for a moment 
at anything like what it did before the 
budget was introduced. 

The Increment Tax. 

If harassed by the constant inn- 
quisition of the government and by tax- 
ation which is intolerable they wish to 

t out of their land, the government 
rave at once thoughtfully thought o 
blocking that means Of escape also, and 
have put a one per cent. increase on 
the transfer of land, which is what all 
Liberal governments, have hitherto had 
a great wish to promote. Well, they 
are liable to increment “sgh 4 as well as 
ane percent. “I do not think the in- 
crement duty will bear so hardly on 
them as some other duties. 

How'Land aHs Fared. 

What is the increment on land? What 
ig the position of this prosperous industry 
which is now to be so penalized? I 
take the assessment for inceme-tax 
on land in 1870 and 1907 for England, 
Wales and Scotland. In. 1879 the as- 


sessment for income-tax on Jand was 
60 millions, in 1907—the last — figures 
obtainable-—it was 424 millions, showing 


a reduction of 174 millions out of the 
60 millions of 1879. What is the re- 
duction on capital value? Lord Milner, 
I think it was in 1896, as chairman of 
inland revenue, presented “his deliberate 
estimate that the loss on value of eapital 
on jand in Great Britain, in the last 
thirty years, has been over 1,000 millions 
and that is the prosperoys  igdustry 
that the government has get out by 
every means in its power and every 
principle it. can distort to crush almost 
out of existence. Many landowners will 
disappear, and all will be crippled, under 
the cumulative taxation upon property

Record of the Landlords.

Taxation of Sequestration. 


We have got to this point with re- 
gard to death duties, that they con- 
stitate a very serious danger to capital. 
We have got to the point that 25 per 
cent. may be taken by the state from 
a man’s Tortune at death—25 per cent, 
one quarter of the whole fortune, Take 
a merchant with a capital of £1,000,000. 
A million potfnds is a great deal, but in 
these days of the inordinate capitals 
of the United States { think that you 
will agree that a million is not a great 
capital for a merefiant to possess, He 
dies, and leaves it te his partner, The 
pertner has to pay £250,000, and carries 
on thret-quarters of the fortune. ‘The 
partner dies and lexves ‘it to another 
firtner, who has to pay £236,000: That 
is £480,000, or nearly Jinlf the fortune 
gone in two payments. [I want to ask 
if thie is taxation or is it requestration? 


An Ominous Circumstance. 


There is one very ominous fact about 
these. death duties, Thev have only 
been in existence on their present. foot- 
ing fifteen years. They have been con- 
stantly steepened up, to use a phrasé 
which is so dear to me, They ‘are al- 
ready beginning to flag. The number 
of estates has diminished. The average 
amount of estates has diminished. The 
larger estates, from £160,000 to £500,000, 
which, I suppose, appeal largely to a 
commercial community, have diminished. 
Surely that is one of the worst symp- 
toms in a tax whieh in a wealthy country 
like this, should be growing by leaps and 
bounds if it was prospering at all, And 
what is the remedy for this flagging and 
declining of the death duties?

JUMPED BAIL BUT RECAPTURED 


Breaks Away a Second Time From 
the R.N.W.M.P., but Again 
Secured. 


Regina, Sept. 26.—Charies Marker, 
who was arrested a yéar ago down 
south for horse stealing and who es- 
treated his bail was arrested on Thurs- 
day near Dubuis. His arrest appears 
to have been attended by some excit- 
ing incidents according to a report 
that has reached the city.

CURZON FALLS INTO TRAP. 


Quarrel With Kitchener Over Indian 
Affairs Again Revived. 


London, Sept, 26—In his farewell 
address to the British army in India 
Lord Kitchener held Lord Curzon of 
Kidleston up to ridicule and baited 
a trap. into which the ex-viceroy has 
fallen all in a heap. As every one 
familiar with events in that eastern 
empire is aware, Curzon and Kiteh- 
cr quarrelled over the question of su- 
premacy, the former holding that the 
ciyil authority was paramount, the 
latter insisting that the military must 
rule, Curzon informed the British 
government that unless he was sus- 
tained he would resign. He resigned 
and in taking leave delivered an ad- 
dress in his usual magnificent style, 
recounting his matchless services to 
Indis. In his adieu Kitchener ironic- 
ally adopted Curzon'’s lofty language

IN THE SUPREME COURT. 


The appeal to the court en bane 
from the Distriet court of the District 
of Wetaskiwin, between D. T. Lenow 
and August Rerstein, was heard on 
Saturday morning. This was an ac 
tion for damages for the loss by fire 
of certain stacks 4f wheat, oats, straw, 
a stable, hay, a sulky and robe, and 
some trees, alleged to have been caus- 
ed by the defendant's carelessness 
and negligence in not providing the 
necessary, amount of care whilst 
threshing grain on the plaintiff's 
farm near Hobema. His Honor Judge 
Noe! gave judgment in favor of the 
plaintiff, for $200.00 and costs. 

Mr. Mackie appeared for the plain- 
tiff and Mr. Tighe for the defendant. 
Mr. Mackie submitted that the judz- 
ment was right in holding that, had 
the defendant taken reasonable care 
the fire would have been suppressed. 
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The appeal was dismissed by the 
court which was unanimous. 
The appeal of Nicholas D. Beck, 


administrator of the estate of Ricn- 
ard Dinwoodie, C. Lavoy, deceased, 
from the judgment of Mr. Justice 
Marvey in the case of Beck vs. C.N. 
R., was heard this morning. The ac- 
tion was brought by Hon. N. D. Beck 
as administrator of the estate of Rich- 
ard Dinwoodie, against the Canadian 
Northern railway campany = under 
Lord Campbell’s Act, for damages due 
to the defendant's negligence which 
resulted in the death of Dinwoodie 
on the lth of April 1906. 

The trial took place before Mr. 
Justice Harvey and a jury. At the 
econcluusion of the plaintiff's case, 
counsel for the defendants moved 
fora none duit. The motion was 
granted and the action was dismissed 
with costs, 

Dinwoodie met his death by falling

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SOCIETY INDICTED. 

“The Social Evil” was the subject of 
an address delivered Sunday afternoon 
by Rev. F. W. Pateron before a mass 
meeting of men in the First Baptist 
church. The address was the fourth of 
a series of monthly sociological lectures 
under the auspices of the Men's Brother- 
hood of the church. There was nothing 
of sensationalism in Mr, Patterson's 
sane, scholarly exposition of the difficult 
subject of his adress. He spoke direct- 
ly and convincingly of the causes, conse- 
quences and remedies of what is com- 
monly known as “the social efil.” 

The existence of vice in the fabiic of 
ancient systems of religion ,and the im- 
morality gross and aesthetic of the na- 
tions of antiquity, gave evidence of the 
deep-seated nature of the disease with 
which modern society seemad powerless 
to cope. Then as now tho tendency of 
civilization towards luxury and high liv- 
ing, contributed to the spread of evil. 
The economic conditions attendant upon 
the unequal distribution of wealth had 
much to do with human depravity. 

None of the methods pursued by na- 
tional and civic administrations in the 
attempt to eradicate the social evil had 
been successful. This went to show that 
there was something wrong in all of 
them. The matter shoud be approached 
from a different angle. One of the 
greatest of evils was the complacency 
with which society regarded the double 
standard of werality. Let this injustice 
he abolished. Let men be placed on the 
same basis of social obligation as women. 
This was one way in which the evil 
might be mitigated.
